Are Wages Too High? 


TNTELLIGENT consideration of wage questions has hern im-, 
A memorially difficult. No commonly accepted standards have, 
been available. Supply and demand have composed thc onlyi 
.generally acknowledged rule, and that is conscienceless. .W; 33 
changes have, moreover, been illusory. Money is itself a com- 
modity, and the buying power varies greatly. 
Thc last quar- 


ter of a century has been a period of rising prices or of falling 
money. 
Consequently the wage increases recorded during this 


period have in many cases been nominal rather than real. 


Important information upon this subject has hpon assem- 


bled by Basil M. Manly, formerly joint chairman of the Nation- 
al War Labor Board and now director of the People's Legisla- 
tive Service. 
Mr. Manly offers three standards for judging 1 


wages. These are the relation of wages to price changcs.°the 
minimum sum required to support a family of average size in 
health and reasonable comfort, and national productivity. 
These are fair tests. Every one who considers the question from 
the public standpoint at once clings to the cost of living as an 
axiomatic standard, and yet it has never been realized. 


The United States census figures were searched lo show 


the changes. The average earnings of an American factorv 
employe in 1899 were $425. 
By 1919 the average wage was 


$1,159. This was a very marked increase so far as dollars were 
concerned. In buying power, according to Mr. Manly, the aver- 
age worker had. however, suffered a reduction rather than an 
increase. His 1919 wage measured in 1899 dollars was worth 
only $420, or $6 less than he had been paid a score of years 
previously. 
A similar conclusion was reached concerning (he 


wages of union labor. For every dollar in buying power which 
union labor was paid in 1907 only 94 cents were obtained in 


These findings have been confirmed by other inquiries 
In 


one of his early speeches President Harding laid down tho rule 
that the lowest wage must be sufficient to provide the necessarv 
cost of living. As things now stand there is a gulf between llrit 
political principle and economic fact. If Mr. Hardin«* or nnv of 
his successors discovers a way of bridging the gulf he will win 
enduring fame.
